Facebook’s 
Zuckerberg 
launches 
political group

NEW YORK (AP) — Face- 
book CEO Mark Zucker¬ 
berg and other Silicon Val¬ 
ley leaders have formally 
launched a political group 
aimed at revamping im¬ 
migration policy, boosting 
education and encourag¬ 
ing investment in scientific 
research. 

Zuckerberg announced 
the formation of Fwd.us 
(pronounced “forward 
us”) in an op-ed article in 
The Washington Post late 
Wednesday night. In it, he 
said the U.S. needs a new 
approach to these issues if 
it is to get ahead economi¬ 
cally. 

This includes offering a 
path to citizenship for the 
11 million or so immigrants 
who now live in the U.S. il¬ 
legally. 

“We have a strange immi¬ 
gration policy for a nation 
of immigrants,” Zuckerberg 
wrote. 

“And it’s a policy unfit for 
today’s world.”

Pentagon: N. Korea could 
launch nuclear missile

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

U.S. intelligence report 
concludes that North 
Korea has advanced its 
nuclear knowhow to the 
point that it could arm 
a ballistic missile with a 
nuclear warhead, a jarring 
revelation in the midst of 
bellicose threats from the 
unpredictable communist 
regime. 

President Barack Obama 
urged calm, calling on 
Pyongyang to end its saber- 
rattling while sternly warn¬ 
ing that he would “take all 
necessary steps” to protect 


American citizens. 

The new American intel¬ 
ligence analysis, disclosed 
Thursday at a hearing on 
Capitol Hill, says the Penta¬ 
gon's intelligence wing has 
“moderate confidence” 
that North Korea has nu¬ 
clear weapons capable of 
delivery by ballistic missiles 
but that the weapon was 
unreliable. 

Rep. Doug Lamborn read 
aloud what he said was 
an unclassified paragraph 
from a secret Defense Intel¬ 
ligence Agency report that 
was supplied to some mem¬ 
bers of Congress. The read¬ 
ing seemed to take Gen. 
Martin Dempsey, chairman 


of the Joint Chiefs of Sfaff, 
by surprise, who said he 
hadn’t seen the report and 
declined to answer ques¬ 
tions about it. 

In a statement late Thurs¬ 
day, Pentagon press sec¬ 
retary George Little said: 
“While I cannot speak to all 
the details of a report that 
is classified in its entirety, it 
would be inaccurate to 
suggest that the North Ko¬ 
rean regime has fully test¬ 
ed, developed or demon¬ 
strated the kinds of nuclear 
capabilities referenced” in 
Lamborn's remarks. 

“’The United States contin¬ 
ues to closely monitor the 
North Korean nuclear pro¬ 


gram and calls upon North 
Korea to honor its interna¬ 
tional obligations,” Little 
added. 

Still later Thursday, James 
Clapper, the director of na¬ 
tional intelligence, issued 
his own statement, saying 
he concurred with Little. 

“I would add that the state¬ 
ment read by the member 
(Lamborn) is not an intel¬ 
ligence community as¬ 
sessment. Moreover, North 
Korea has not yet dem¬ 
onstrated the full range of 
capabilities necessary for 
a nuclear armed missile," 
Clapper said.

The DIA conclusion was 
confirmed by a senior con¬ 
gressional aide who spoke 
on condition of anonym¬ 
ity because the Pentagon 
had not officially released 
the contents. The aide said 
the report was produced in 
March. 

Since the beginning of 
March, the Navy has 
moved two missile de¬ 
fense ships closer to the 
coast of the Korean pen¬ 
insula, in part to protect 
against a potential missile 
launch aimed at Guam, 
a U.S. territory in the Pacif¬ 
ic. The Pentagon also has 
announced it will place 
a more advanced land- 
based missile defense on 
Guam, and Hagel said in 
March that he approved 
installing 14 additional mis¬ 
sile interceptors in Alaska 
to bolster a portion of fhe 
missile defense network 
that is designed to protect 
all of U.S. territory. 


On Thursday, the Penta¬ 
gon said it had moved a 
sea-based X-band radar 
— designed to track war¬ 
heads in flight — into posi¬ 
tion in the Pacific. 

Notably absent from fhaf 


unclassified segment of the 
report was any reference 
to what the DIA believes is 
the range of a missile North 
Korea could arm with a nu¬ 
clear warhead. Much of its 
missile arsenal is capable 
of reaching South Korea 
and Japan, but Kim has 
threatened to attack the 
United States as well. 

At the House Armed Ser¬ 
vices Committee hearing 
in which he revealed the 
DIA assessment, Lamborn 
asked Dempsey, whether 
he agreed with it. Dempsey 
said he had not seen the 
report. 

“You said it’s not publicly 
released, so I choose not to 
comment on it,” Dempsey 
said. 

But David Wright, a nucle¬ 
ar weapons expert at the 
Union of Concerned Sci¬ 
entists, said the DIA assess¬ 
ment probably does not 
change the views of fhose 
who closely follow devel¬ 
opments in North Korea's 
pursuit of a nuclear weap¬ 
on. 

“People are starting to be¬ 
lieve North Korea very likely 
has the capability to build 
a nuclear weapon small 
enough to put on some 
of their shorter-range mis¬ 
siles," Wright said. “Once 
you start talking about 
warheads small enough 
and technically capable 
to be on a long-range mis¬ 
sile, I think it's much more 
an open question.” 

The DIA assessment is not 
out of line with comments 


Dempsey made Wednes¬ 
day when he was asked at 
a Pentagon news confer¬ 
ence whether North Korea 
was capable of pairing 
a nuclear warhead to a 
ballistic missile that could 
reach Japan or beyond. 

In response, Dempsey said 
the extent of North Kore¬ 
an progress on designing 
a nuclear weapon small 
enough to operate as a 
missile warhead was a clas¬ 
sified matter. But he did not 
rule out that the North has 
achieved the capability 
revealed in the DIA report. 
“They have conducted two 
nuclear tests," Dempsey 
told a Pentagon news con¬ 
ference. “They have con¬ 
ducted several successful 
ballistic missile launches. 
And in the absence of 
concrete evidence to the 
contrary, we have to as¬ 
sume the worst case, and 
that's why we're postured 
as we are today." He was 
referring fo recenf moves 
by the U.S. to increase its 
missile defense capabilities 
in the Pacific. 

Af the same House hear¬ 
ing where Lamborn re¬ 
vealed the DIA conclusion, 
Defense Secretary Chuck 
Hagel was asked a differ¬ 
ent version of fhe same 
quesfion: Does Norfh Ko¬ 
rea have fhe capability to 
strike U.S. territory with a nu¬ 
clear weapon? Hagel said 
the answer is no. 

“Now does that mean that 
they won’t have it or they 
can’t have it or they're not 


working on it?” Hagel add¬ 
ed. “No. That's why this is a 
very dangerous situation.” 
“Now is the time for North 
Korea to end the belliger¬ 
ent approach they have 
taken and to try to lower 
temperatures,” Obama 
said in his first public com¬ 
ments since Pyongyang 
threatened the United 
States and its allies in East 
Asia with nuclear attack. 
Obama, speaking from the 
Oval Office, said he pre¬ 
ferred fo see the tensions 
on the peninsula resolved 
through diplomatic means, 
but added that “the Unit¬ 
ed States will take all nec¬ 
essary steps to protect its 
people.” 

The North on Thursday de¬ 
livered a fresh round of war 
rhetoric with claims it has 
“powerful striking means” 
on standby, the latest in a 
torrent of warlike threats 
seen by outsiders as an ef¬ 
fort to scare and pressure 
South Korea and the U.S. 
into changing their North 
Korea policies. 

Lamborn is a member of 
the Strategic Forces sub¬ 
committee of the Armed 
Services panel, which 
oversees ballistic missiles. A 
former state legislator who 
was elected to the House 
in 2006, was a member of 
the Tea Party caucus and 
belongs to the Republican 
Study Committee, the cau¬ 
cus of House conservatives 
At a separate hearing 
Thursday, U.S. officials of¬ 
fered their assessment of 
the North Korean leader, 
who is a grandson of the 
country’s founder, Kim II 
Sung. 

Clapper told the House In¬ 
telligence Committee that 
he thinks Kim, who took 
control after his father, Kim 
Jong II, died in 2011, is try¬ 
ing to show the U.S., the 
world and his own people 
that he is “firmly in control 
in North Korea,” while at¬ 
tempting to maneuver the 
international community 
into concessions in future 
negotiations. 

“I don’t think ... he has 
much of an endgame oth¬ 
er than to somehow elicit 
recognition” and to turn 
the nuclear threat into “ne¬ 
gotiation and to accom¬ 
modation and presumably 
for aid,” Clapper said.Q

control supporters in the

The vote came four months 
after a gunman killed 20 
young children and six 
staffers at a Connecticut 
school, spurring Obama 
and legislators to attempt 
to address firearms vio¬ 
lence.

HELENA, Montana (AP) — A 

U.S. state's lawmakers took 
the final step towards strik¬ 
ing down an unconstitu¬ 
tional law that calls gay sex 
illegal, but the governor’s 
office hasn’t said whether 
he will sign the bill.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Dem¬ 
ocratic and Republican 
negotiators have reached 
agreement on all the ma¬ 
jor elements of sweeping 
legislation to remake U.S. 
immigration laws and ex¬ 
pect to present the bill next 
week, lawmakers said. 

As proposed, the bill would 
enact the biggest changes 
to immigration law in more 
than a quarter century. 

The landmark legislation 
would greatly boost border 
security, put the estimated 
11 million immigrants liv¬ 
ing in the U.S. illegally on a 
path to citizenship and re¬ 
quire all employers to ver¬ 
ify the legal status of their 
workers. 

Overhauling the famously 
snarled immigration system 
is a top priority for Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama in his 
second term, and it’s the 
rare issue with support from 
both parties in a bitterly 
divided Congress. Opposi¬ 
tion Republicans, who lost 
badly in last year’s elec¬ 
tion, quickly turned to im¬ 
migration as a possible way 
to attract the Hispanic vot¬ 
ers who heavily supported 
Obama for re-election. 
That led to the current ne¬ 
gotiations by the “Gang 


of Eight” senators from the 
top two political parties. 

“All issues that rise to the 
member level have been 
dealt with,” Sen. Chuck 
Schumer, a Democrat, said 
in a statement Thursday. 
“All that is left is the draft¬ 
ing.” 

Sen. Dick Durbin, a Demo¬ 
crat, said the bill probably 
would be introduced Tues¬ 
day. 

Pro-immigrant activists 
were preparing for a fight 
even as they expressed op¬ 
timism that this time. Con¬ 
gress would finally succeed 
in passing an immigration 


overhaul bill. The last ma¬ 
jor immigration fight was 
in 2007, when a bill came 
close on the Senate floor 
but ultimately failed. 

“I think it's a pretty remark¬ 
able breakthrough that 
eight ideologically diverse 
senators are working so 
well together on such a 
challenging issue,” said 
Frank Sharry, executive di¬ 
rector of America’s Voice, 
a group advocating for an 
overhaul. “And I think the 
fact that they’ve come 
up with a bill they can all 
support and defend sug¬ 
gests that it’s the heart of a 


bill that will finally pass into 
law.” 

Next will come the uncer¬ 
tain public phase as voters 
and other lawmakers get a 
look at the measure. 

Once the legislation is re¬ 
leased, it will be consid¬ 
ered by the Senate Judi¬ 
ciary Committee, which 
has scheduled a hearing 
for next Wednesday and 
will likely begin to amend 
and vote on the bill the 
week of May 6. From there, 
the bill would move to the 
Senate floor. 

More uncertain is the 
conservative-led House 
of Representatives, where 
a bipartisan group is also 
crafting an immigration bill, 
though timing of its release 
is uncertain. Many conser¬ 
vatives in the House remain 
opposed to citizenship for 
immigrants who have been 
living in the U.S. illegally. 
Significant details of the 
Senate legislation have al¬ 
ready become public. 

The bill is expected to pro¬ 
vide a 13-year path to citi¬ 
zenship for people living in 
the U.S. illegally, but only 
after a new border secu¬ 
rity plan along Mexico is 
in place, employers have 
adopted mandatory elec¬ 


tronic verification of their 
workers’ legal status and 
a new electronic entry- 
exit system is operating at 
airports and seaports for 
tracking holders of tempo¬ 
rary visas. 

It would call for surveillance 
of 100 percent of the U.S. 
border with Mexico and 
apprehension of 90 per¬ 
cent of people trying to 
cross in certain high-risk ar¬ 
eas. 

Six months from enact¬ 
ment, people living in the 
U.S. illegally could apply for 
a provisional legal status, 
as long as the Department 
of Homeland Security has 
developed new plans for 
border security. 

A new visa program for low- 
skilled workers would ulti¬ 
mately allow up to 200,000 
workers per year into the 
country for jobs as janitors, 
construction workers, nurs¬ 
ing home attendants and 
other occupations. 

Farm workers already here 
illegally would get a faster 
path to citizenship than 
other immigrants, and an¬ 
other new visa program 
would allow tens of thou¬ 
sands of new workers into 
the country to labor in the 
nation's farms, fields and 
dairies.Q

Zuckerberg, whose great- 
grandparents were im¬ 
migrants, said he wants 
“comprehensive immigra¬ 
tion reform that begins with 
effective border security, 
allows a path to citizenship 
and lets us attract the most 
talented and hardest- 
working people, no matter 
where they were born.” 

The move comes at an op¬ 
portune time. Zuckerberg’s 
goals echo a sweeping 
immigration bill that a bi¬ 
partisan Senate group is 
expected to roll out in the 
coming days. 

Companies such as Micro¬ 
soft and Google, along 
with New York City Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg, have 
been pushing to make 
it easier for highly skilled 
workers and entrepreneurs 
to work in the U.S. Although 


Fwd.us supports increasing 
the number of visas avail¬ 
able to these workers, its 
goals are broader. 
Zuckerberg also called 
for higher standards and 
accountability in schools 
and increased focus on 
learning about science, 
technology, engineering 
and math. Today’s knowl¬ 
edge and ideas-based 
economy, the 28-year-old 
Harvard dropout wrote, 
is very different from the 
economy of the 20th cen¬ 
tury that was based on 
natural resources, industrial 
machines and labor. 
Fwd.us, he said, was creat¬ 
ed to “to build the knowl¬ 
edge economy the United 
States needs to ensure 
more jobs, innovation and 
investment.” 

Also backing the group 
are tech leaders such as 
Linkedln Corp. CEO Reid 
Hoffman and venture 
capitalists John Doerr and 
Jim Breyer, as well as Ruchi 


Sanghvi of Dropbox, who 
was Facebook Inc.'s first fe¬ 
male engineer. Joe Green, 
founder of Causes.com, a 
social network for commu¬ 
nity organizing, serves as 
the group's president and 
founder. 

Major financial contributors 
include Google Inc. Chair¬ 
man Eric Schmidt, Netflix 
Inc. CEO Reed Hastings, 
Yahoo Inc. CEO Marissa 
Mayer, SpaceX and Tesla 
Motors CEO Elon Musk, Zyn- 
ga Inc. CEO Mark Pincus 
and former Groupon Inc. 
CEO Andrew Mason. 
Fwd.us declined to dis¬ 
close how much money 
Zuckerberg and other sup¬ 
porters have contributed 
to the group. 

Last year, Zuckerberg do¬ 
nated 18 million Facebook 
shares, worth close to $500 
million at the time, to a 
Silicon Valley charity with 
the aim of funding health 
and education issues. And 
he pledged $100 million in 


Facebook stock to Newark, 
New Jersey, public schools 
in 2010, before his compa¬ 
ny went public in May 2012. 
Zuckerberg is not the only 
high-ranking Facebook 
executive to use his role 
to advance social causes.

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Army chaplain gets posthumous Medal of Honor

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

President Barack Obama 
awarded the Medal of 
Honor Thursday to a U.S. 
Army chaplain who risked 
his life dodging gunfire to 
provide medical and spiri¬ 
tual aid to wounded sol¬ 
diers before dying in cap¬ 
tivity more than 60 years 
ago during the Korean 
War. “I can’t imagine a 
better example for all of us, 
whether in uniform or not in 
uniform, a better example 
to follow," Obama said af¬ 
ter presenting the nation’s 
highest military award for 
valor to a nephew of Capt. 
Emil Kapaun during a cer¬ 
emony in the White House 
East Room. 

The Roman Catholic priest 
was recognized for help¬ 
ing to carry an injured 
American for miles as Chi¬ 
nese captors led them on 
a death march, and for 
risking his life to drag the 
wounded to safety while 
dodging explosions and 
gunfire. 

In November 1950, after 
Chinese soldiers overran 
U.S. troops near Unsan, 


Kapaun defied orders 
to evacuate, knowing 
it meant he would most 
certainly be captured. He 
pleaded with an injured 
Chinese officer to call out 
to his fellow Chinese to 
stop shooting, an act that 
spared the lives of wound¬ 
ed Americans. 

As Kapaun was being led 
away, he came across an¬ 
other wounded American 
in a ditch and an enemy 
soldier standing over Sgt. 
Herbert Miller, ready to 
shoot. Kapaun pushed the 
enemy aside and helped 
Miller as they were taken 
captive. They arrived days 
later, by foot, at the village 
in Pyoktong, where a POW 
camp eventually was es¬ 
tablished. 

“This is the valor we honor 
today — an American 
soldier who didn’t fire a 
gun, but who wielded the 
mightiest weapon of all, a 
love for his brothers so pure 
that he was willing to die 
so that they might live,” 
Obama said. 

At the camp, Kapaun 
cleaned others’ wounds, 
convinced them to share 
scarce food, offered them 


his own clothes and provid¬ 
ed spiritual aid and com¬ 
fort. On Easter in 1951, he 
defied his communist cap- 
tors by conducting Mass 
with a makeshift crucifix. 

He died on May 23, 1951, 
at age 35, after six months 
in captivity. 

The president said Kapaun 
showed that a touch of the 
divine exists even in hellish 
situations. 

“Father Kapaun's life, I 
think, is a testimony to the 
human spirit, the power 
of faith, and reminds us 
of the good that we can 
do each and every day 
regardless of the most dif¬ 
ficult of circumstances,” 
Obama said. 

The chaplain's nephew, 
Ray Kapaun, his face flush 
wifh emotion, accepted 
the medal from Obama 
on his uncle’s behalf. Emil 
Kapaun’s parents and his 
only sibling, a brother, are 
deceased. 

“I don’t think the enormity 
of what occurred today 
will actually hit me until 
my wife and I are head¬ 
ing home from this experi¬ 
ence,” Ray Kapaun, 56, 
said afterward. □ 


U.S. soldier to be sentenced 
in espionage case

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 

— A U.S. soldier convicted 
of attempted espionage 
faces up to life in prison 
when he goes before an 
Army sentencing panel 
Monday, the military said. 
Spc. William Colton Mil- 
lay pleaded guilty last 
month, but his plea was an¬ 
nounced only on Thursday 
by officials at Joint Base 
Richardson-Elmendorf in 
Alaska. 

Among other allegations, 
Millay was accused of 
transmitting national de¬ 
fense information to an 
undercover FBI agent he 
believed was a foreign in¬ 
telligence agent. Officials 
have declined to say what 
country Millay believed the 
FBI agent represented, but 


such details are likely to 
come out during sentenc¬ 
ing. 

Millay, 24, pleaded guilty 
March 19 to attempted 
espionage, soliciting a fel¬ 
low service member to get 
classified material, issuing a 
false statement and com¬ 
municating national de¬ 
fense information. 

His attorney, Charles Swift, 
did not immediately return 
a request for comment. 
Millay was arrested in Oc¬ 
tober 2011. The military 
police officer was being 
observed during the espio¬ 
nage investigation and no 
damage occurred, officials 
have said. 

Army officials said Millay 
“had access to the infor¬ 
mation through the course 
of his normal duties both 
stateside and on a previous 


deployment, and believed 
that it could be used to 
the detriment of the United 
States or the advantage of 
a foreign nation.” Officials 
have not said what time 
period was involved, but 
Millay’s previous attorney, 
Steve Karns, has said the al¬ 
legations cover 2011. 

Millay was assigned to a 
combat tour in Iraq from 
December 2009 to July 
2010, and he served in Ko¬ 
rea, according to the Army. 
Officials have said the in¬ 
vestigation did not involve 
a sting operation. 

Officials have said there is 
no connection between 
Millay’s case and one in¬ 
volving Bradley Manning, 
an Army private who is ac¬ 
cused of disclosing secret 
intelligence to the secrets- 
spilling website WikiLeaksO

Brown had called emer¬ 
gency services and said 
he was suffering from chest 
pains, and five Gwinnett 
County firefighters arrived, 
believing it was a rou¬ 
tine call, said Police Chief 
Charles Walters. 

Brown was lying in bed and 
appeared to be suffering 
from a condition that left 
him unable to move. But 
when they approached 
the bed, he pulled out a 
handgun, Walters said. 
Public records show his 


house had slipped into fore¬ 
closure in recent months 
and that Brown, a former 
consultant for IBM, de¬ 
scribed himself as disabled 
when he filed for bankrupt¬ 
cy protection tin 2003. He 
said he owed more than 
$ 100 , 000 . 

The records suggest that 
Brown was tapping into his 
retirement savings to make 
ends meet. 

Since Brown's phone ser¬ 
vice was off, negotiators 
communicated with him 


via the firefighter's radios 
until his service was re¬ 
stored. 

After a 3/4 -hour standoff, 
police were convinced 
that even if they met 
Brown’s demands, he had 
no intention of releasing his 
hostages, Walters said. 

“It's an unfortunate circum¬ 
stance we did not want to 
end this way,” Gwinnett 
County Police CpI. Edwin 
Ritter said. “But with the de¬ 
cisions this guy was making, 
this was his demise. ”□

— A gunman who lured 
firefighters to his U.S. home

With his power, cable and

Police set off an explosive 
to distract attention and 
enter the house before 
shooting Brown.

NEW YORK (AP) — A U.S. 


billionaire said he planned 
to drink a glass of wine to 
celebrate a jury's conclu¬ 


sion that he was defraud¬ 
ed by a businessman who 
sold him two dozen bot¬ 
tles of fake vintage wine 
at a 2005 auction. And 
he promised his crusade 
against fake wine would 
continue. 

“It's a home run!" William 
Koch told a supporter im¬ 
mediately after the jury 
in U.S. District Court in 
Manhattan awarded him 
$380,000 in compensatory 
damages for the counter¬ 
feit bottles of Bordeaux, 
which had been labeled 
as if they were created 
from 1864 to 1950. 

Koch paid $29,500 for the 
most expensive bottle, a 
1921 magnum bottle of 
Chateau Petrus. 

The jury returns Friday to 
decide if punitive damag¬ 
es are warranted. 

Koch, a yachtsman who 
won the America’s Cup 
in 1992, had accused Eric 
Greenberg of fraudulent 
misrepresentation, fraudu¬ 
lent concealment, decep¬ 
tive business practices and 
false advertising. 
Greenberg only shook his 
head when asked to com¬ 
ment. 

For Koch, the jury verdict 
was part of a crusade 
against counterfeit wine 
sellers that he promised 
would continue. On the 
witness stand, he said that 
in 1988 he paid $400,000 for 
four bottles of French wine 
he falsely believed had 
been owned by Thomas 
Jefferson. □ 
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France’s top rabbi takes leave amid scandal

PARIS (AP) — France's top 
rabbi announced Thursday 
he is taking leave from his 
post, hoping to end a scan¬ 
dal that has unsettled the 
Jewish community after he 
acknowledged “borrow¬ 
ing” other people’s work 
and lying about his educa¬ 
tional pedigree. 

The Central Consistory of 
France accepted Rabbi 
Gilles Bernheim’s request 
for time away at an urgent 
meeting to discuss fallout 
from the case. Bernheim, 
60, later issued a statement 
apologizing to France’s 
Jewish community, his fam¬ 
ily and friends, and saying 
he could no longer do his 
job with the necessary “se¬ 
renity.” 

“He hopes that the serious 
events he is blamed for 
and which mark him, don’t 
obscure all the actions car¬ 
ried out in the name of his 
various rabbinical func¬ 
tions over the years in the 
service of the divine,” the 
statement said. “He prays 
to be heard in his request 
for forgiveness...” 

Richard Prasquier, the 
head of France's largest 
umbrella group of Jewish 
organizations, CRIF, said 
by phone that two other 
rabbis would temporarily 
fill the post of Grand Rab¬ 
bi of France, while Bern¬ 
heim is away for at least six 


months. Talks about wheth¬ 
er he might return at all will 
take place in the coming 
months, he said. 

Bernheim faced accusa¬ 
tions by a French academ¬ 
ic who tracks suspected 
plagiarism that parts of his 
2011 book “Forty Jewish 
Meditations,” and part of 
a text he wrote breaking 


down arguments in favor 
of gay marriage, same-sex 
parenting and adoption, 
were lifted from others. 
That text, 

\written last fall, was cited 
in the Christmas address 
of Pope Benedict XVI last 
year. 

Asked about the allega¬ 
tions Tuesday on Radio 


Shalom as the scandal 
swelled, Bernheim said he 
had carried out “borrow¬ 
ings ... what others might 
call plagiarism" from oth¬ 
ers. “Not only do I deeply 
regret it, but I recognize it 
as a moral flaw,” he said of 
one instance. 

Last month, Bernheim not¬ 
ed that pages from Medi¬ 
tation No. 26 were “nearly 
identical” to an excerpt 
from a 1991 interview with 
late French philosopher 
Jean-Francois Lyotard, 
compiled in a later book 
entitled “Questions on Ju¬ 
daism.” Later, Bernheim 
wrote that he'd relied on 
an unspecified student to 
help research and write 
the book — “a terrible er¬ 
ror ... but for all that, I am 
responsible.” And in the ra¬ 


dio interview, he insisted his 
mistakes were not related 
to his job as top rabbi, and 
said he would not resign. 
Bernheim had also come 
under scrutiny for claiming 
to have received an “ag¬ 
gregation" — or high-level 
certification — in philoso¬ 
phy. On Radio Shalom, he 
acknowledged he did not 
actually have one, but had 
made the claim 37 years 
ago during an unspecified 
“tragic event." 

Bernheim in the radio in¬ 
terview also alluded to a 
phrase that he attributed to 
Hasidim founder Israel Baal 
Shem Tov: “Man is the stut¬ 
tering of God, and that one 
must know how to accept 
sometimes to only be able 
to stutter without speaking 
perfectly or brilliantly.”□ 
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Jolie joins G-8 to urge end to sexual violence

LONDON (AP) — Angelina 
Jolie brought her celeb¬ 
rity wattage to London on 
Thursday to back an urgent 
cause: fighting sexual vio¬ 
lence in military conflicts. 
The Hollywood star joined 
British Foreign Secretary 


William Hague in announc¬ 
ing $36 million in additional 
funding from G-8 nations to 
go toward a series of mea¬ 
sures for preventing sexual 
violence and ensuring jus¬ 
tice for its survivors. 

For too long, Jolie said, sur¬ 
vivors of sexual violence 
have been “the forgotten 


victims” of wars in the Mid¬ 
dle East, Africa and else¬ 
where. 

“Today, I believe that their 
voices have been heard,” 
she said alongside Hague, 
U.S. Secretary of State 
John Kerry, and others at a 
meeting of foreign ministers 
from G-8 nations. 
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The British foreign secretary 
called sexual violence in 
conflict “one of the great¬ 
est and most persistent in¬ 
justices" in the world and 
said the time had come to 
eradicate the scourge of 
rape in war. 

“This in my mind is the slave 
trade of our generation,” 
Hague said. 

“Now that we have put 
war-zone rape on the in¬ 
ternational agenda, it must 
never slip off it again and it 
must be given even great¬ 
er prominence." 

He said the G-8 ministers 
meeting in London have 
made the “historic” decla¬ 
ration that rape and serious 
sexual violence in conflicts 
constitute war crimes and 
grave breaches of the Ge¬ 
neva Conventions — put¬ 
ting responsibility on na¬ 
tions to search for and pros¬ 
ecute anyone accused of 
such crimes. 


Jolie, who serves as a spe¬ 
cial envoy for the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refu¬ 
gees, welcomed the “long 
overdue stand" on sexual 
violence, saying that for 
too long international po¬ 
litical will to prevent it has 
been “sorely lacking.” 
Sexual violence has been 
used as a weapon of war 
in several conflicts, includ¬ 
ing in Syria, Libya, Bosnia 
and the Democratic Re¬ 
public of Congo. Hague 
said some funding will go 
toward training military per¬ 
sonnel on how to respond 
to sexual violence, since 
they are often the first to 
encounter survivors. 
Ministers also pledged to 
set out international stan¬ 
dards for the investigation 
of rape and sexual vio¬ 
lence, as well as to ensure 
there is no amnesty for 
sexual violence in peace 
agreements.Q 
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North Korea hints it will soon launch a missile

PYONGYANG, North Korea 
(AP) — Hinting at a mis¬ 
sile launch. North Korea 
delivered a fresh round of 
war rhetoric Thursday with 
claims it has “powerful strik¬ 
ing means” on standby. 
Seoul and Washington 
speculated that it is pre¬ 
paring to test-fire a missile 
designed to be capable 
of reaching the U.S. terri¬ 
tory of Guam in the Pacific 
Ocean. 

The latest rhetoric came as 
new U.S. intelligence was 
revealed showing North 
Korea is now probably ca¬ 
pable of arming a ballistic 
missile with a nuclear war¬ 
head. 

On the streets of Pyong¬ 
yang, North Koreans shift¬ 
ed into party mode as they 
celebrated the anniversa¬ 
ry of leader Kim Jong Un’s 
appointment to the coun¬ 
try's top party post — one 
in a slew of titles collected 
a year ago in the months 
after his father Kim Jong 
M’s death. But while there 
was calm in Pyongyang, 
there was condemnation 
in London, where foreign 
ministers from the Group 
of Eight nations slammed 
North Korea for “aggres¬ 
sive rhetoric” that they 
warned would only further 
isolate the impoverished, 
tightly controlled nation. 
North Korea’s provoca¬ 
tions, including a long- 
range rocket launch in 
December and an under¬ 
ground nuclear test in Feb¬ 
ruary, “seriously undermine 
regional stability, jeopar¬ 
dize the prospects for last¬ 
ing peace on the Korean 
Peninsula and threaten in¬ 
ternational peace and se¬ 
curity,” the ministers said in 
a statement. 

In the capital of neigh¬ 
boring South Korea, the 
country’s point person on 


relations with the North, 
Unification Minister Ryoo 
Kihl-jae, urged Pyongyang 
to engage in dialogue and 
reverse its decision to pull 
workers from a joint indus¬ 
trial park just north of their 
shared border, a move 
that has brought factories 
there to a standstill. 

“We strongly urge North 
Korea not to exacerbate 
the crisis on the Korean 
Peninsula,” Ryoo said. 

North Korea probably 
has advanced its nucle¬ 
ar knowhow to the point 
where it could arm a bal¬ 
listic missile with a nuclear 
warhead, but the weapon 
wouldn't be very reliable, 
the U.S. Defense Intelli¬ 
gence Agency has con¬ 
cluded. The DIA assess¬ 
ment was revealed Thurs¬ 
day at a public hearing in 
Washington. 

President Barack Obama 
warned the unpredictable 
communist regime that his 
administration would “take 
all necessary steps” to pro¬ 
tect American citizens. 

In his first public comments 


since North Korea esca¬ 
lated its rhetoric, Obama 
urged the north to end its 
nuclear threats, saying it 
was time for the isolated 
nation “to end the bellig¬ 
erent approach they have 
taken and to try to lower 
temperatures." 

“Nobody wants to see a 
conflict on the Korean Pen¬ 
insula," Obama added, 
speaking from the Oval 
Office alongside United 
Nations Secretary General 
Ban Ki-moon. 

U.S. Secretary of State John 
Kerry was headed to Seoul 
on Friday for talks with 
South Korean officials be¬ 
fore heading on to China. 
“If anyone has real lever¬ 
age over the North Kore¬ 
ans, it is China,” U.S. Direc¬ 
tor of National Intelligence 
James Clapper told Con¬ 
gress on Thursday. “And 
the indications that we 
have are that China is itself 
rather frustrated with the 
behavior and the belliger¬ 
ent rhetoric of ... Kim Jong 
Un.” 

In the latest threat from 


Pyongyang, the Commit¬ 
tee for the Peaceful Reuni¬ 
fication of the Fatherland, 
a nonmilitary agency that 
deals with relations with 
South Korea, said “striking 
means” have been “put on 
standby for a launch and 
the coordinates of targets 
put into the warheads." It 
didn't clarify, but the lan¬ 
guage suggested a mis¬ 
sile. The statement was the 
latest in a torrent of war¬ 
like threats seen outside 
Pyongyang as an effort 
to raise fears and pressure 
Seoul and Washington into 
changing their North Ko¬ 
rea policies, and to show 
the North Korean people 
that their young leader is 
strong enough to stand up 
to powerful foes. 

Referring to Kim Jong Un, 
Clapper told Congress 
that “I don’t think ... he 
has much of an endgame 
other than to somehow 
elicit recognition,” and 
to turn the nuclear threat 
into “negotiation and to 
accommodation and pre¬ 
sumably for aid.” Officials 


in Seoul and Washington 
say Pyongyang appears to 
be preparing to test-fire a 
medium-range missile de¬ 
signed to be capable of 
reaching Guam. Foreign 
experts have dubbed the 
missile the “Musudan” af¬ 
ter the northeastern village 
where North Korea has a 
launchpad, saying it has a 
range of 3,500 kilometers 
(2,180 miles). 

Such a launch would vio¬ 
late U.N. Security Coun¬ 
cil resolutions prohibiting 
North Korea from nuclear 
and ballistic missile activity, 
and mark a major escala¬ 
tion in Pyongyang’s stand¬ 
off with neighboring na¬ 
tions and the United States. 
North Korea already has 
been punished by new 
U.N. sanctions for the rock¬ 
et launch and nuclear test. 
Analysts do not believe 
North Korea will stage an 
attack similar to the one 
that started the Korean 
War in 1950. But there are 
concerns that the animos¬ 
ity could spark a skirmish 
that could escalate into a 
serious conflict. 

“North Korea has been, 
with its bellicose rhetoric, 
with its actions ... skating 
very close to a danger¬ 
ous line,” U.S. Defense 
Secretary Chuck Hagel 
said in Washington on 
Wednesday. “Their actions 
and their words have not 
helped defuse a combus¬ 
tible situation.” 

Bracing for a launch that 
officials said could take 
place at any time, Seoul 
deployed three naval de¬ 
stroyers, an early warning 
surveillance aircraft and a 
land-based radar system, 
a Defense Ministry official 
said in Seoul, speaking on 
condition of anonymity in 
line with department rules. 
Japan deployed PAC-3 
missile interceptors around 
Tokyo.□

Maduro takes narrowing 
lead into Sunday vote

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Red-shirted backers of 
Hugo Chavez’s chosen heir 
transformed downtown 
Caracas into a raucous 
festival on the final day of 
campaigning for the week¬ 
end presidential election, 
flooding the streets Thurs¬ 
day in the hundreds of 
thousands to dance, drink 
beer and set off ear-split- 
ting fireworks. 

Interim President Nicolas 
Maduro, a burly former 
bus driver who served as 
Chavez’s foreign minis¬ 
ter and vice president, is 
favored to win Sunday’s 
vote. But a poll said his ad¬ 
vantage had narrowed 
as challenger Henrique 
Capriles hammered away 
at government deficiencies 
in fighting crime, chronic 
food shortages, double¬ 
digit inflation and worsen¬ 
ing power outages. 
Capriles held his own huge 
rallies in the western states 
of Apure and Lara. 

The crowds at Maduro’s 
rallies overflowed into sur¬ 
rounding streets and turned 
the area into a party. One 
group played drums as 
women dressed as donkeys 
performed a traditional 
Venezuelan dance known 
as the “buriquita.” Couples 
danced to romantic salsa 
music blaring from a truck 
at one street corner while 
blocks away screaming 
teenagers cheered a hip- 
hop group singing Chavista 
songs from a stage. 

When Maduro finally 
reached the stage after a 
truck inched him through 
the sea of people, he was 
joined by Argentina soc¬ 
cer star Diego Maradona, 
who signed soccer balls 
and kicked them into the 


screaming crowd. Madu¬ 
ro had two live parakeets 
perched on his shoulders 
— chirping birds have 
become a symbol of his 
campaign ever since he 
claimed that Chavez ap¬ 
peared to him as a bird 
that flew around his head. 
Chavez chose Maduro as 
his political successor in a 
December television ad¬ 
dress shortly before leav¬ 
ing for Cuba for cancer 
surgery. He was never seen 
in public again and died 
March 5, five months after 
winning a new six-year term 
by a wide margin against 
Capriles. 

Maduro has capitalized on 
the outpouring of grief for 
Chavez, who galvanized 
poor Venezuelans with 
generous social programs 
to provide housing, cheap 
food, medical care and 
other services. He has in¬ 
cessantly invoked Chavez 
and characterized himself 
as a humble servant of the 
Chavez legacy, revealing 
little of his own ideas for 
confronting Venezuela’s 
challenges. 

For many Chavez support¬ 
ers, it's enough that their 
late leader told them to 
vote for Maduro. 

“It’s an order given to us for 
a man who honored the 
poor, who gave this life,” 
Efren Perez, an inspector 
with the state-run electri¬ 
cal company, said as he 
watched the buriquita 
dancers. “Why are we vot¬ 
ing for Maduro? Because 
it’s a legacy, it’s a mission, 
it’s an order." 

Still, Maduro has started to 
build an image of his own 
and many in the crowd 
said they identified with his 
working class roots. Some 
people wore fake mus¬ 
taches like the real one 


Maduro sports and T-shirts 
emblazoned with buses. 
“The problem is that the 
oligarchy, the rancid bour¬ 
geoisie, hates it that a 
worker, a bus driver, is the 
virtual president of Venezu¬ 
ela,” Perez said. 

But discontent simmers be¬ 
neath the surface. Venezu¬ 
ela has one of the world’s 
highest homicide rates 
and strict currency controls 
have strangled production 
and brought chronic food 
shortages. Lack of invest¬ 
ment and inefficient man¬ 
agement has hurt the elec¬ 
trical grid, causing power 
outages that last hours. 

A poll by local firm Datanal- 
isis said nearly 55 percent of 
respondents favored Mad¬ 
uro’s candidacy, com¬ 
pared to 45 percent who 
said they would vote for 
Capriles. It's a comfortable 
lead but smaller than the 
14-point advantage that 
Maduro held in a Datanali- 
sis poll just after Chavez's 
death. 

The poll, taken for Credit 
Suisse and other private 
firms, was conducted April 
1-5 and released Thursday. 
It interviewed 1,300 people 
nationwide and had a mar¬ 
gin of error of about three 
percentage points. 

Capriles told supporters at 
a rally Thursday that he was 
the best choice for reacti¬ 
vating the economy. 

“We are the best guaran¬ 
tee of economic recov¬ 
ery for our Venezuela,” he 
said.Q

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Iraq national museum long way from public opening

BAGHDAD (AP) — In Iraq’s 
national museum, home 
to some of the world’s 
most precious artifacts of 
ancient Mesopotamia, a 
caption beside a skeleton 
simply reads in English: 
“dated to very old time.” 
And some of the museum’s 
most impressive pieces 
carry no labels at all — like 
a giant stone head lying 
on the ground that may 
or may not belong on a 
nearby empty pedestal la¬ 
beled “Assyrian King Nim¬ 
rod,” the Biblical tormentor 
of the patriarch Abraham. 
Ten years after Iraq’s na¬ 
tional museum was looted 
and smashed by frenzied 
thieves during the U.S.-led 
invasion in 2003 to topple 
Saddam Hussein, it's still 
far from ready for a pub¬ 
lic re-opening. Work to 
overcome decades of ne¬ 
glect and the destruction 
of war has been hindered 
by power struggles, poorly- 
skilled staff and the per¬ 
sistent violence plaguing 
the country, said Bahaa 
Mayah, Iraq's most senior 
antiquities official. 

“I wish that the great his¬ 
torical Baghdad would 
appear in her finest face 
and fhaf the Iraq museum 
opens,” said Mayah, the 
head of antiquities in the 
Tourism and Antiquities 
Ministry. 

“But our wishes crash 
against the unfortunate re¬ 
ality we live in.” 

The museum was once the 
showcase for 7,000 years 
of history in Mesopotamia, 
birthplace of some of the 
first cities and one of the 
first writing systems — cu¬ 
neiform — and home to a 
succession of major civiliza¬ 
tions, including the Sume¬ 
rian, Babylonian and Assyr¬ 
ian, through to a flourishing 
Islamic empire. 

The museum was left a 
wreck the day after Bagh¬ 
dad fell to U.S. troops on 
April 10, 2003. Ancient clay 
scrolls and pottery littered 
the floor. Looters made off 
with everything from gold 
bowls and ritual funeral 
masks to elaborate head¬ 
dresses. The U.S. was sharp¬ 
ly criticized for not protect¬ 
ing the museum. 


Because the museum’s 
inventory was never com¬ 
pleted, it’s uncertain how 
many pieces were stolen, 
but the number is estimat¬ 
ed at 15,000 pieces. More 
than a quarter have been 
retrieved, said Mayah, who 
has overseen the museum 
formally since 2012 but has 
been involved in its renova¬ 
tions for the past five years. 
Renovations began soon 
after the museum was 
smashed up in 2003, start¬ 
ing with the basics, like 
computers, office furniture, 
air conditioning. By mid- 
2004, the museum was re¬ 
wired for electricity and 
most basic repairs to its 
structure completed. Since 
then, the U.S. and Italian 
governments have helped 


renovate the halls. 

But work has been slow. 
Only five of 30 exhibition 
halls have been renovated 
so far — and two of those 
have to be done again be¬ 
cause they were improper¬ 
ly done. As a result, the mu¬ 
seum is still not open to the 
general public. Its only visi¬ 
tors are specially arranged 
foreign delegations, Iraqi 
officials and field trips by 
Iraqi students. 

It’s part of a broader prob¬ 
lem of preservation of an¬ 
tiquities in Iraq. There are 
over 12,000 registered ar¬ 
chaeological sites in Iraq 
but they are mostly not pro¬ 
tected, allowing for wide¬ 
spread, ongoing looting, 
Mayah said. 

The museum itself was shut¬

tered from the early 1990s 
by regime officials who 
said they feared for its 
safety, as Saddam mired 
the country in war, lead¬ 
ing to crippling sanctions. 
The closure meant the mu¬ 
seum’s inventory wasn’t 
updated. Sanctions meant

staff couldn't update their 
skills, and many qualified 
employees leff amid an 
exodus of Iraqis from fhe 
country. 

In a central Baghdad 
quarter, the museum is sur¬ 
rounded by high concrete 
blast walls. Guards check 
bags in a caravan set up 
in the neglected museum 


garden. The main entrance 
is under construction, so 
visitors enter through a cor¬ 
ridor leading to administra¬ 
tive rooms. 

On a recent visit by The As¬ 
sociated Press, the reno¬ 
vated exhibition halls were 
eerily quiet, with gleaming 
floors and shining display 
cases, the artifacts en¬ 
cased neatly inside. The 
sound of workers employ¬ 
ing drills was palpable as 
fhey renovated another 
hall. A ladder was strewn 
under a map of ancient 
Mesopotamia. 

Two of the renovated 
rooms are meant to show¬ 
case the Sumerian civi¬ 
lization, which emerged 
some 3,000 years ago. But 
the sparse labels on the 
artifacts shed little light on 
the antiquities that repre¬ 
sent some of humankind's 
most important milestones. 
Many labels lacked the 
age of fhe arfifact, where 
it was found, what civiliza¬ 
tion it belonged to, or what 
its use was. Some didn’t 
have labels at all. Nowhere 
in the hall — or anywhere 
else — is it explained who 
the Sumerians were or 
how they influenced later 
civilizations. In one of the 
displays lay a skeleton in 
the earth it was found in, 
alongside rings and jars. 
A printed label beside if 
read: “A human skeleton 
found in situ, put beside 
him some Jars and rings 
between him dated to 
very old time.” 

The label on a fist-sized fig¬ 
urine of a monkey clutch¬ 
ing his ears simply identifies 
it as “some monkey." 

A hand-sized stone carving 
in one display case was de¬ 
scribed as “the legendary 
hero Gilgamesh wrestling 
with two lions, early 3rd mil¬ 
lennium,” with no further 
explanation of who Gil¬ 
gamesh was — the Sume¬ 
rian hero-king of one of the 
first written stories in history. 
U.K.-based Iraqi archae¬ 
ologist Lamia al-Gailani, 
who follows the museum's 
renovations, said labels 
were lacking because the 
outdated inventory didn’t 
list the pieces and the staff, 
lacking expertise, weren’t 
familiar with the pieces’ 
background. □

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Garcia, Leishman shoot 66 for Masters lead

AUGUSTA, Georgia (AP) — 

Sergio Garcia turned in a 
bogey-free round to claim 
a share of the Masters lead 
on Thursday. 

Garcia shot a 6-under 66, 
leaving him tied with Aus¬ 
tralia's Marc Leishman and 
matching the Spaniard's 
best score ever at Augusta 
National. 

This is a course that has nev¬ 
er suited Garcia’s game 
— especially his shaky put¬ 
ter. But he breezed around 
without a bogey on his 
card for the first time since 
2002 . 

“Obviously, this is not my 
most favorite place," Gar¬ 
cia said, trying to be diplo¬ 
matic. “But we try to enjoy 
it as much as we can every 
time we come here. Some¬ 
times it comes out better 
than others. Today was one 
of those good days. Let's 
enjoy it while it lasts.” 

It’s still hard to think this 
might be where Garcia 
wins his first major champi¬ 
onship. He's had only two 
top-10 finishes in 14 Masters 
appearances. 

But the way he played in 
the opening round could 
mean a change in fortune. 
Dustin Johnson is one stroke 
back at 67. Tiger Woods is 
just four shots off fhe lead 
after a 70. 

The Spaniard took advan¬ 
tage, rekindling memories 
of fhe feen-aged phenom 
known as “El Nino,” who 
seemed certain to win nu¬ 
merous major titles after he 
battled with Woods at the 
1999 PGA Championship, 
losing by a single stroke. 
Garcia has challenged in 
other majors, but rarely at 
the Masters — a course 
that just doesn't seem to fit 
his style or shaky putter. In 
14 previous appearances 
at Augusta National, he 
has finished in the top 10 
only twice. 

Last year, after a dismal 
third round took him out of 
contention, he bluntly con¬ 
ceded that he didn’t think 
he was capable of winning 
a major.

“But 
it’s only Thursday afternoon, 
so a lot of golf to play.” 

No Australian has ever won 
the Masters. 

Lynn, an Englishman, 
showed his runner-up finish 
to Rory Mcllroy in last year’s 
PGA Championship was no 
fluke. He birdied four of five 
holes around the turn and 
rolled in a testy 15-foot putt 
at the final hole to save par. 
“It’s about playing the 
percentages,” Lynn said. 
“When I was on the ninth, 
I turned to my caddie and 
said, ‘We’re leading the 
Masters.’ 

He just looked at me and 
smiled. I told him, ‘I’d rather 
be leading it Sunday after¬ 
noon.’ But it’s not a bad 
thing to see your name up 
there leading the Masters. 
That's always something I 
can look back on." 


Lynn moved from the Euro¬ 
pean to the American tour 
this year, a change that 
seems to have rejuvenated 
his passion for the game. 
“It’s given me a second 
wind,” Lynn said. “Every¬ 
thing is new. I’m going 
to different places every 
week, different courses. It’s 
like I've started my career 
again almost." 

Lynn was joined at 68 by a 
group that included Rickie 
Fowler, who went on the 
wildest ride of the day — a 
4-under score despite two 
double-bogeys. 

Jamie Donaldson turned in 
the shot of the day, acing 
the 180-yard sixth for the 
24th hole-in-one in Masters 
history. 

He is only the fifth player 
to make a 1 at the hole 
known as Juniper, with its 
towering tee box and a 
green at the bottom of the 
hill. Donaldson was the first 
to do it since Chris DiMarco 
in 2004. 

Woods was still the favorite 
after opening with a 70. 

But it appears he'll have a 
lot of competition. 

“I felt like I putted well to¬ 
day,” said Woods, whose 
only lower opening-round 
score at Augusta was a 68 
in 2010. “We’ve got a long 
way to go. I’ve just got to 
out there and play shot for 
shot. The golf course is go¬ 
ing to change dramatical¬ 
ly. You've just got to make 
adjustments.” 

Woods has already won 
three times this year and 
reclaimed his No. 1 spot in 
the world rankings. 

But he hasn't captured a 
major since 2008, and it’s 
been eight long years since 
he claimed his fourth green 
jacket at Augusta. He is 
still four majors shy of tying 
Jack Nicklaus’ record 18 
championships — a mark 
that becomes a little more 
daunting each time the 
37-year-old Woods fails to 
win one of golf's biggest 
events. 

Guan Tianlang of China is 
just getting started. At age 
14, he was the youngest 
player to ever qualify for 
the Masters, but showed 
he belonged with a solid 
73 that included a 15-foot

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Implanted ‘bracelet’ helps treat chronic heartburn

A tiny magnetic brace¬ 
let implanted at the base 
of the throat is greatly im¬ 
proving life for some peo¬ 
ple with chronic heartburn 
who get limited relief from 
medicines. It’s a novel way 
to treat severe acid reflux, 
which plagues millions of 
Americans and can raise 
their risk for more serious 
health problems. 

It happens when a weak 
muscle doesn’t close af¬ 
ter swallowing as it should. 
That lets stomach juices 
splash back into the throat. 
Drugs like Nexium and Pri¬ 
losec reduce acid. But 
they don’t fix the underly¬ 
ing problem, called GERD, 
or gastroesophageal reflux 
disease.Rodd Foster had it 
so bad he used to sleep sit¬ 
ting up to keep his dinner 
down. Tricia Carr worried 
she would develop com¬ 
plications like the one that 
killed her mother. 

Both Californians got help 
from the new device, ap¬ 
proved a year ago by the 
federal Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration and also sold in 
Europe. The treatment was 
“life-changing,” said Fos¬ 
ter, a 61-year-old plumbing 
contractor, California. “It’s

The device, which 
she received in October at 
the USC hospital in Los An¬ 
geles, “completely fixed it 
immediately,” she said of 
her reflux. 

A side benefit; She eats 
more slowly and chews her 
food more to avoid swal¬ 
lowing problems that some 
people have right after sur¬ 
gery. And she said that has 
helped her drop 10 pounds 
(4.5 kilograms). □

It’s as if Facebook has tak¬ 
en over the phone’s prime 
real estate and pushed 
Foursquare, email, weath¬ 
er, YouTube and my alarm 
clock to the slums. 

Home is ideal for people 
whose lives are centered 
on Facebook. Others might 
not feel at home. 

At first, the free app is 
available only on certain 
phones running Google’s

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Google launches tool to 
manage ‘digital afterlife’ 


NEW YORK (AP) — Google 
has launched a tool that 
lets users decide what 
happens with their email, 
Google Plus and other ac¬ 
counts after they die — or 
become inactive online for 
any other reason. 

Called “inactive account 
manager," the feature lets 
users of Google's services 


tell the company what to 
do with email messages 
and other data if their ac¬ 
count becomes inactive. 
For example, Google says, 
users can choose to delete 
their data after three, six 
or 12 months of inactivity. 
Or they can choose spe¬ 
cific people to receive the 
data. 


Besides Gmail and Google 
Plus, other services covered 
include YouTube, the pho¬ 
to-sharing service Picasa 
and Blogger. Google Inc., 
based in Mountain View, 
California, says it will warn 
users through a secondary 
email address or a provid¬ 
ed phone number before 
taking any actionO 


That last part is key to the 
Home experience. Nor¬ 
mally, Google's apps and 
services are front and cen¬ 
ter. Android makes it easy 
to get on Gmail, navigate 
with Google Maps and 
search for things using its 
Google Now voice assis¬ 
tant — all with a tap or two 
on the phone. Facebook is 
taking advantage of its ri¬ 
val’s open-source policy to 
place its apps and services 
front and center. 

Right from the home 
screen, you see the things 
your friends are sharing on 
Facebook. Not interested 
in what Dave has to say? 
There’s Mary replacing him 
in seven seconds, and Jen¬ 
nifer replacing her seven 
seconds later. Mixed in 
are posts from some of the 
groups you follow. Face- 
book says you'll eventually 
get ads there, too. 
Facebook calls this the 
Cover Feed. I call it Face- 
book on steroids. 

I hardly have time to di¬ 
gest a post before a new 
one appears, and in many 
cases I’m seeing only the 
first several words in a post, 
hardly enough to convey a 
thought. The good news is 


that I can pause the stream 
and view the full post at 
any time by tapping the 
screen. In doing so, I can 
comment on a post or hit a 
“like” button. The scrolling 
stream continues with an¬ 
other tap. 

As the text of your friend’s 
post appears, you’ll see in 
the background the per¬ 
son’s cover photo, the 
large image your friend 
chooses to display at the 
top of his or her profile 
page. Because cover pho¬ 
tos are horizontal, and the 
app is designed for verti¬ 
cal use, you're seeing only 
a snippet at a time. The 
part that is visible shifts over 
those seven seconds, as if 
a camera is slowly moving 
across, similar to the pan¬ 
ning technique used in Ken 
Burns documentaries. 

If the post is of a photo, 
you'll see that image rather 
than the cover photo in the 
background. 

Again, you’re only seeing 
a snippet — a part of the 
elephant, but not its whole.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

U.S. banking industry is on 
edge. 

As big financial institutions 
like Goldman Sachs and 
JPMorgan Chase get set 
to report earnings over the 
next week, they are under 
pressure to show investors 
they can correct mistakes 
from the financial crisis and 
still post big profits. While 
profitable of late, there are 
worries that the recent run¬ 
up in earnings is just mask¬ 
ing the problems. 

The list of post-crisis chal¬ 
lenges banks face is long: 
lawsuits over mortgage in¬ 
vestments that went bust, 
new regulations that are 
drying up old sources of 
revenue, weak demand 
for loans and pressure from 
regulators to keep bigger 
cushions of cash on hand, 
instead of letting banks de¬ 
ploy it on new investments. 
Some banks are trying new 
strategies and new CEOs 
to sustain growth. Others 
are scrambling to make 


sure they're meeting the 
government’s new regu¬ 
latory standards. Banks 
could also face fresh scru¬ 
tiny in areas like money 
laundering and protecting 


customers from predatory 
lenders. Some lawmakers 
are questioning whether 
large banks should be bro¬ 
ken up to avoid being “too 
big to fail” — meaning the 


government has no choice 
but to bail them out when 
they're in trouble. 

Estimates for this quarter’s 
earnings vary widely. 
Sterne Agee analysts wrote 


in a recent note that the 
bank leaders’ comments 
and outlook will “carry sig¬ 
nificant weight” this time 
around, “particularly as 
revenue streams contin¬ 
ue to normalize over the 
course of 2013, and an 
uncertain loan growth out¬ 
look comes into greater fo¬ 
cus.” Analysts at Raymond 
James predicted that 
banks are still about two 
years away “from normal 
profitability levels." 

By one measure, banks are 
beating the market. Finan¬ 
cial stocks in the Standard 
& Poor's 500 are up more 
than 13 percent this year, 
compared to 12 percent 
for the overall S&P index. 
But that’s partly because 
they have so far to go. Of 
the six megabanks, four are 
trading below book value, 
according to fourth-quar¬ 
ter data. That means their 
value on the stock market 
is less than the value of 
the sum of the company's 
parts. By this measure, only 
Wells Fargo and Goldman 
Sachs are ahead. □ 


T-Mobile USA sweetens bid for US carrier MetroPCS

BERLIN (AP) — Deutsche 
Telekom AG, the parent 
company of T-Mobile USA, 
has raised its bid for Me¬ 
troPCS Communications 
Inc. to placate sharehold¬ 
ers for the cellphone carri¬ 
ers. 

The announcement late 
Wednesday came ahead 
of a special shareholder 
meeting that MetroPCS 
had scheduled for Friday. 
Major MetroPCS share¬ 
holders had voiced their 
opposition to the deal, say¬ 
ing they were not getting a 
fair share of the combined 
company. 

Two shareholder advisory 
firms had also said they op¬ 
posed the deal last week, 
sending shares of Dallas- 
based MetroPCS up in 
expectation of a sweet¬ 
ened bid from Deutsche 
Telekom. The German 
company called its new 
bid its “best and final of¬ 
fer.” 

MetroPCS’s stock fell 3 
cents, or 0.3 percent, to 
$11.53 in midday trading 


Thursday in the U.S. Shares 
of Deutsche Telekom rose 
2 percent in Frankfurt trad¬ 
ing. 

Analyst Kevin Smithen at 
Macquarie Capital said 
the new offer will win the 
support of shareholders 
and advisory firms. 

He raised his price target 
on the shares from $13.50 
to $15 in a morning re¬ 
search note. 

Paulson & Co., the largest 
shareholder of MetroPCS, 
said Thursday that it now 
intends to vote in favor of 
the deal. 

The deal would merge the 
fourth- and fifth-largest 
cellphone carriers in the 
U.S. and boostT-Mobile 
USA's chance of compet¬ 
ing with larger carriers Ve¬ 
rizon Wireless, 

AT&T Inc. and Sprint Nextel 
Corp. 

Deutsche Telekom said the 
original offer had T-Mobile 
USA contributing $15 bil¬ 
lion in debt to the com¬ 
bined company. The new 
offer reduces that amount 


to $11.2 billion, effective¬ 
ly making the combined 
company more valuable. 
Deutsche Telekom says it 
will also reduce the interest 
rate on those loans by 50 


basis points. 

The ownership structure re¬ 
mains unchanged, with 26 
percent of shares being 
held by current MetroPCS

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Cold March keeps shoppers’ spending tepid

NEW YORK (AP) — U.S. retail¬ 
ers reported a key revenue 
figure rose slightly in March, 
as shoppers held back on 
spending because of the 
cold weather across the 
nation and continued fears 
about the economy. 
According to a prelimi¬ 
nary tally of 15 retailers by 
the International Council 
of Shopping Centers, rev¬ 
enue in stores open at least 
a year rose 1.4 percent, 
or 2.2 percent excluding 
drugstores. That was below 
expectations, said Michael 
Niemira, chief economist 
at the ICSC. 

Economists monitor con¬ 
sumer spending because it 
accounts for more than 70 
percent of economic ac¬ 
tivity. 

Revenue in stores open 
at least one year is a key 
measure of a retailer's fi¬ 
nancial health, because it 
excludes stores that open 
or close during the year. 
Weather was a factor, with 
March being the coldest 
in seven years. The com¬ 
parison with last March was 


especially tough. Last year 
saw the warmest March 
on record, according to 
weather research firm Pla- 
nalytics Inc. 

“Wintry weather conditions 
persisted deep into March, 
depressing spring apparel, 
home and garden, and 
seasonal merchandise 
sales," said Ken Perkins, 
president of Retail Metrics. 
Meanwhile, the payroll tax 
increase that took effect in 
January and the uncertain 
economy have weighed 
on spending, he said. 

Analysts often like to com¬ 
bine March and April to 
get a clearer picture of 
shoppers’ habits, because 
of volatile weather pat¬ 
terns that time of year and 
Easter’s movement around 
the calendar. 

Easter tends to help stores 
that sell groceries and can¬ 
dy but costs clothing sell¬ 
ers a day of sales without 
spurring much additional 
spending. Most of the 
stores that report monthly 
sales figures are clothing 
specialists.

Prem Watsa, a board member who owns 10 percent of 
the company, first became interested in RIM because of 
his friendship with Lazaridis. 

The 52-year-old Lazaridis last month announced plans to 
leave RIM on May 1. He stepped down as co-chief ex¬ 
ecutive in January 2012, but stayed on as vice chairman 
and a board director. 

Watsa said Thursday at his annual meeting for Fairfax 
Financial Holdings that CEO Thorsten Heins has done a 
great job since taking over last year, and he expects the 
company will do well over time.

LONDON (AP) — Queen 
Debbie doesn’t quite have 
the right ring to it. King Bob 
just sounds wrong. 

Nanning a baby is no easy 
business, but much more is 
at stake when it comes to 
finding the right name for a 
future monarch. 

Britain's bookmakers have 
some ideas to offer to 
Prince William and the 
Duchess of Cambridge: Al¬ 
exandra is the clear favor¬ 
ite, with the odds slashed 
at 2-1 as of Thursday. One 
of the bookies. Coral, said 
that at one point betting 
on the name became so 
furious that it had to sus¬ 
pend it. 

Elizabeth, Diana and Vic¬ 
toria are close behind, fol¬ 
lowing widespread specu¬ 
lation that the royal cou¬ 
ple’s first child will be a girl. 
All things considered, the 
bookies are likely on the 
right track. 

“Royal names tend to be 
based on previous mon- 
archs, relatives and god¬ 
parents to ensure continu¬ 
ity,” said historian Caro¬ 
lyn Harris, who lectures at 
the University of Toronto’s 
school of continuing stud¬ 
ies. 

“(The names) are not gen¬ 
erally something out of the 
blue. It will be something 
that fits into the royal lin¬ 
eage, names used by pre¬ 
vious kings and queens,” 
she added. 

Alexandra appears to 


be a good bet — it’s the 
name of Queen Elizabeth 
M’s great-grandmother, a 
Danish princess who mar¬ 
ried Edward VII. 

The full name of Elizabeth 
herself also includes Alex¬ 
andra, as well as Mary, her 
grandmother. 

It's not clear why people 
suddenly became so en¬ 
thusiastic about the name 
Alexandra over the past 
few days, though Simon 
Clare, a spokesman for the 
bookmaker Coral, offered 
a clue: Many of the bets 
appeared to be coming in 
from Berkshire, the county 
that's home to royal resi¬ 
dence Windsor Castle. 
“With these sorts of markets 
you don’t expect a rush of 
money. Generally it comes 
once people think they 
know what’s happened,” 
he said. He added, howev¬ 


er, that it could also just be 
that “someone at the local 
pub said Kate quite liked 
the idea of the name.” 
Much more reliable, then, 
to delve into the royal fam¬ 
ily trees for clues. 

In the middle ages roy¬ 
als sometimes used saints’ 
names, but since then 
most monarchs have stuck 
to the names of predeces¬ 
sors — Henry, William, Mary, 
James, Richard, to name a 
few. 

Some royal names do not 
hark back to ancestors, 
but instead can be read as 
symbols that have national 
significance, Harris said. 
Take Arthur, the middle 
names of both Prince 
Charles and Prince William, 
which brings to mind the 
legendary King Arthur and 
tales of chivalry — a favor¬ 
ite theme ingrained in Brit¬ 
ain’s literature. □

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Infrared camera in wild aimed at owl nest

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Den¬ 
ver Holt has been studying 
the long-eared owl for 27 
years. He's banded over 
1,700 of the birds and found 
225 nests in the U.S. state of 
Montana. 

But he’s never been able 
to see what the nocturnal 
birds do at night until now. 
An infrared camera and mi¬ 
crophone on top of a pole 
in willow thickets on Mon¬ 
tana rangeland is aimed at 
a long-eared owl nest. Holt, 
founder and director of the 
Owl Research Institute, be¬ 
lieves there are four or five 
eggs in the nest. 

He can’t wait to see how 
the birds share child-rear¬ 
ing, how they interact with 
other species and how 
many naps they take dur¬ 
ing the night. 

“There are only so many 
animals in the world ad¬ 
mired by masses of people. 
There are penguins, some 
bears, whales and owls,” 
Holt said. The around-the- 
clock long-eared owl cam 
goes live Thursday and is 
believed to be the first ever 
set up in the wild. Holt said. 
It is part of an explore.org 
Internet initiative, under¬ 
written by the Annenberg 
Foundation. The birds can 
be found throughout North

America and Europe, “but 
because they are noctur¬ 
nal and studies are so few, 
we don’t have a good 
handle on what is going on 
in the populations." 

He knows in some areas, 
including his, the birds and 
rangeland are disappear¬ 
ing together, but there isn’t 
enough research data to 
make blanket statements, 
he said. He does know 
that long-eared owls don't 
have long ears — and 
great horned owls don't 
have horns. 

“They are all feathers and 
wings,” Holt said. An av¬ 
erage female long-ear 


weighs between about 12 
ounces (340 grams), while 
an average male weighs 
around 10 ounces (280 
grams). 

They settle into deserted 
magpie nests, come in col¬ 
ors that match their envi¬ 
ronment and have feather 
tufts in the middle of their 
heads that Holt believes 
evolved for camouflage. 
They are friend to farmers 
and home owners because 
they eat voles or field mice. 
For many years, research¬ 
ers collected “puke balls" 
— the thumb-sized pellets 
the owls regurgitate after 
a full meal. They’ve identi¬ 


fied 35,000 prey and over 
95 percent were voles. Holt 
said. Some people collect 
the balls, dry them out and 
sell them to schools. Holt 
said, but the institute pro¬ 
vides them to area schools 
for free. Students tease the 
pellets apart to examine 
the small skulls of the voles 
and identify other species 
that have been eaten (the 
occasional mouse, pocket 
gopher and bird). Such les¬ 
sons have become very 
popular in high school sci¬ 
ence classes, he said. 
“Long-eared owls are sea¬ 
sonally monogamous, but 
they have multiple mates 
over a lifetime,” the re¬ 
searcher said. 

If one of the birds returns 
to the nest the next year, it 
will be the male. Owlets are 
the same. If a chick returns 
to the area to mate, it will 
probably be the male. 

So what do cam watchers 
have to look forward to? 
The female laid her eggs 
a few days apart, so the 
births will be staggered too. 
The chicks will start getting 
big in two weeks and in 
three, the mother will start 
sitting outside the nest. A 
few days more and the 
chicks will screech for their 
food. 

Soon the babies will start 
branching or climbing 


clumsily onto branches 
above the nest. They will 
fall, but also keep moving 
further from the nest. Their 
screaming demands for 
food will grow louder. Holt 
said. It is likely the birds will 
move out of camera range 
as they venture further 
away. When the mother 
owl is finished nesting, when 
the chicks are around 11 
weeks old, she will take 
off and “most of the time, 
we never see the female 
again.” The father owl will 
continue to feed the chicks 
until they leave, again in a 
staggered sequence. 
“Predation influences leav¬ 
ing the next as early as pos¬ 
sible,” Holt said, describing 
the hazards of a raccoon 
invasion. Long-eared owls 
will live five to 10 years. 

The institute will keep the 
cam trained on the nest 
until there is nothing left to 
see. Holt said. 

The Pearls of the Planet 
series has put cameras 
on osprey, puffins, brown 
bears and polar bears, 
generating millions of 
streaming hours from all 
over the world, said Char¬ 
lie Annenberg, the founder 
of explore.org and vice 
president and director of 
the foundation his grand¬ 
father Walter Annenberg 
founded. □ 


Mouse brains made transparent, revealing anatomy

NEW YORK (AP) — Stanford 
University scientists have 
found a way to make see- 
through mouse brains: You 
take the brain out of the 
mouse, soak it in chemicals 
for a couple of days, and 
voila: It becomes transpar¬ 
ent. 

That’s not just a parlor trick. 


It lets scientists see both 
anatomical and chemi¬ 
cal details in their natural, 
three-dimensional setting. 
And how big a deal is that? 
Listen to these neuroscien¬ 
tists: 

“What these guys have 
done is just stupendous," 
said Dr. Bernardo Sabatini 
of Harvard Medical School. 
“You can just peer into the 
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brain” and get “incred¬ 
ible” images, he said. 
Sabatini said he was ea¬ 
ger to try it himself, and 
so did Arthur Toga at the 
University of California, Los 
Angeles, who called it “ex¬ 
traordinary ... a great ad¬ 
vance." 

“It's exactly the technique 
everyone’s been waiting 
for,” said Terry Sejnowski of 
the Salk Institute, who reck¬ 
oned it will speed up brain 
anatomy research by 10 to 
100 times. 

The advance was reported 
online Wednesday in the 
journal Nature by Dr. Karl 
Deisseroth and co-workers 
at Stanford. Some other 
labs are already working 
to apply the technique 
outside the brain, such as 
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in breast cancer biopsies, 
Deisseroth said. 

Mouse brains are a main¬ 
stay of neuroscience re¬ 
search. Deisseroth's team 
also showed the technique 
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can work on small pieces 
of human brain tissue that 
had been stored for years 
after being removed from 
the cadaver of a person 
with autism. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Reebok 
has ended its relationship 
with Rick Ross following 
heavy criticism of lyrics by 
the rapper considered by 
some to be pro-rape. 

The sneaker brand said in 
a statement Thursday that 
“Reebok holds our partners 
to a high standard and we 
expect them to live up to 
the values of our brand. 
Unfortunately, Rick Ross 
has failed to do so." 

Ross formally apologized 
for his lyrics on Rocko's song 
“U.O.E.N.O.” in a tweet last 
week. It came the same 
day a women’s group. Ul¬ 
traviolet, protested outside 
of one Reebok’s stores in 
Manhattan. 

In Rocko’s song, Ross raps 
about giving a woman 
the drug MDMA, known as 
Molly, and having his way 
with her. 

“Put Molly all up in her 
champagne, she ain’t 
even know it, I took her 
home and I enjoyed that, 
she ain’t even know it,” he 
says. 

The song was released in 
January, but just recently 
began getting widespread 
notice. Women's groups 
and rape victims have is¬ 
sued petitions. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 

sound engineer and pro¬ 
ducer who worked with 
Led Zeppelin, Van Halen 
and the Rolling Stones has 
died. 

Andy Johns’ family says he 
died Sunday in Los Angeles 
after a brief hospital stay to 
treat complications from a 
stomach ulcer. He was 62. 
Johns was born in England 
and started his career at 
Olympic Studios in London. 
He went on to produce 
dozens of classic rock ‘n’ 
roll albums including the 
Stones' “Exile on Main 
Street.” 

Johns is survived by his wife 
Annette; sons Evan, Jesse 
and William; grandchildren 
Lennon, Everly, Charlie and 
Luca; sister Susan Johns; 
and brother Glyn Johns. 
Glyn Johns is also a pro- 


In his apologetic tweet, 
Ross said his lyrics were 
misinterpreted. He said 
he doesn't condone rape 
and apologized for lyrics 
that were “interpreted as 
rape." A week prior, he 
said in a radio interview 
that “there was a misun¬ 
derstanding with the lyric” 
and that he didn’t use the 
term “rape.” 

Ross has appeared in a 
commercial for the Ree¬ 
bok Classic sneakers. The 
company says it does not 
believe that the Grammy- 
nominated rapper “con¬ 
dones sexual assault," but 
the company is not happy 
with how he has handled 
the situation. 

“We are very disappointed 
he has yet to display an un¬ 
derstanding of the serious¬ 
ness of this issue or an ap¬ 
propriate level of remorse,” 
the statement read. “At 
this time, it is in everyone's 
best interest for Reebok to 
end its partnership with Mr. 
Ross.” A message sent to 
Ross’ representative was 
not immediately returned. 
Rocko said in an interview 
with radio station Hot 97 
on Wednesday that he his 
removing Ross’ rap from 
his song. He said the back¬ 
lash has “put him a position 
where I have to change"

day.” 

Jay-Z raps: “Want to give 
me jail time and a fine? 
Fine, let me commit a real 
crime.” U.S. Treasury offi¬ 
cials said Tuesday the cou¬ 
ple’s trip was licensed as 
an educational exchange 
after Cuban-American U.S. 
Reps lleana Ros-Lehtinen 
and Mario Diaz-Balart ex¬ 
pressed concerns about 
the trip and wanted to 
know if it was licensed. 
Jay-Z and Beyonce are 
avid supporters of Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama. Jay-Z 
raps in his song, “Obama 
said, ‘Chill, you gon' get 


me impeached, you don’t 
need this (expletive) any¬ 
way, chill with me on the 
beach.” 

U.S. citizens are not al¬ 
lowed to travel to Cuba for 
mere tourism, though they 
can obtain licenses for ac¬ 
ademic, religious, journal¬ 
istic or cultural exchange 
trips. The so-called people- 
to-people licenses were re¬ 
instated under the Obama 
administration. Beyonce 
and Jay-Z marked their fifth 
wedding anniversary in Ha¬ 
vana last week. 

On the new song the 17- 
time Grammy winner also 
addresses the Brooklyn 
Nets, which he owns less 
than 1 percent of. Jay-Z is 
selling his stake in the team 
so he can become certi¬ 
fied as a player agent, a 
person with knowledge of 
the details said Wednes¬ 
day. “Would have bought 
the Nets to Brooklyn for 
free, except I made mil¬ 
lions off of you (expletive) 
dweebs, I still own the 
building. I'm still keeping 
my seats," he raps.

Mary Higgins Clark

to have mastered how to 
store a day’s material. 

She is 85, could have retired 
long ago, but worries more 
when she's not writing (“I 
was never a gardener. If I 
planf something, it dies.”) 
She's completed more 
than 40 books, not just mys¬ 
teries, but children’s stories, 
Christmas novels, an histori¬ 
cal novel and a memoir, 
“Kitchen Privileges.” She 
has co-written a few books 
with daughter Carol Hig¬ 
gins Clark and has so many 
ideas that she’s thinking of 
bringing in collaborators 
for other projects. 

Her current book, “Daddy’s 
Gone a Hunting," is a vin¬ 
tage Clark thriller featuring 
women in distress, tragic 
pasts and secret identities. 
It’s about a deadly explo¬ 
sion that destroys a family 
furniture business in Long 
Island City and about one 
of the founder's grand¬ 
daughters — injured in the 
blast, suspected of being 
in on the crime — who lies 
in a coma. 

Explaining how she 
thought of the story, Clark 
talks about an old ac¬ 
quaintance who ran an 
unprofitable restaurant on 
Long Island, one that was 
ruined in a fire. He opened 
another restaurant, only 
to have another fire burn 
it down. “So the FBI said 
to him, ‘Jimmy, next time 


have a flood,”’ she says 
with a laugh. 

She is also fascinated by 
memory, what happens to 
it after a traumatic event 
and what we're capable 
of understanding while 
supposedly unconscious. 
She discusses an incident 
from a few years ago, 
when she was recovering 
from surgery and was ac¬ 
cidentally given too much 
medication. 

“My blood pressure was 
dropping and so was my 
heart rate, and I actually 
had that out of body expe¬ 
rience where I was floating 
above,” she says. 

“And John (her husband, 
former Merrill Lynch Futures 
CEO John J. Conheeney) 
and the kids were all stand¬ 
ing around the bed and it 
was a cathedral-like room. 
And I thought, ‘I have a 
choice. If I turn right, I will 
not come back. If I go 
down, I will come back 
and I’m not ready yet.’ 

And I came down.” 

She is a well-spoken wom¬ 
an with a good-natured, 
staccato laugh and a con¬ 
fident, but informal man¬ 
ner. 

Dressed stylishly in a red 
and white Escada jacket 
and dark slacks, she looks 
born to live well, to have 
a tennis court and swim¬ 
ming pool and an assistant 
who brings her tea. But 
commercial fortune did 
not come until middle age 
and her affinity for women 
who struggle, and prevail, 
is clearly personal. 

Mary Higgins was born in 
New York City in 1927, an 
Irish-American whose im¬ 
migrant father owned a 
popular pub. But when she 
was 11, her father died and 
the family lost their home. 
One of her brothers died of 
meningitis when she was a 
teenager. While still in high 
school, she worked as a 
switchboard operator to 
help support her family. 

As an adulf, Clark relived 
her mother's tragedy. She 
married Warren Clark, a re¬ 
gional manager of Capital 
Airways, in 1949 and had 
five children. □

A tale of three women

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The 1990 Tory coup against Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher was the most 
intense political event I’ve cov¬ 
ered. The Conservative politi¬ 
cians who were trying to remove 
her from party leadership and 
the prime minister’s office knew 
they were toppling a person 
who was their political and mor¬ 
al superior. They knew she had 
earned the right to face the 
country in an election one last 
time, rather than be deposed 
by the supposed lieutenants in 
her own party. They sensed there 
would be some Shakespearean 
retribution for the act of disloy¬ 
alty they were engaged in. They 
went around rubbing their hands 
like Lady Macbeth trying to ex¬ 
punge the sin even as they were 
committing it. 

But Thatcher had exhausted the 
country. She had run through 
all the potential ministers on her 
side, and blocked the ambitions 
of many others. Her colleagues 
thought she was too anti-Europe. 
Her poll numbers were sinking. 
And so they felt compelled to 
act. After a series of fervid meet¬ 
ings and maneuvers while she 
was away, the members of her 
own party brought her down. 

She came back from Paris be¬ 
trayed and red around the eyes. 
But she still had to lead a Ques¬ 
tion Time in the House of Com¬ 
mons, speaking for a govern¬ 
ment she no longer headed. 

It was a triumph. She dominated 
the hall, crushed the hecklers 
and rose magnificently above 
her own misery. “I’m enjoying 
this,” she exulted at one point. 
“I’m enjoying this!” The men who 
destroyed her leapt to their feet 
and roared. “You can wipe the 
floor with those people!” one of 
her remaining supporters shout¬ 
ed. 

Thatcher went down in full cry: 
“When good has to be upheld, 
when evil has to be overcome, 
Britain will take up arms!” 

A little while later I literally 
bumped into her at a confer¬ 
ence. I asked her what was run¬ 
ning through her mind as she 
entered the House of Commons 
for that triumphant session. I’ve 
rarely received an answer so dis¬ 
appointing. She told me she was 
thinking of the thank-you notes 
she would have to write that 
evening, and other mundane 
details of the day. 

The people who make history are 
usually not the same people who 


are able to reflect and be intro¬ 
spective about it. As her former 
aide Matthew Parris once wrote, 
“I don’t actually believe she had 
hidden depths.” 

Margaret Thatcher was a world 
historical figure for the obvious 
reasons. Before Thatcher, history 
seemed to be moving in the di¬ 
rection of Swedish social democ¬ 
racy. After Thatcher, it wasn’t. 
But her most pervasive influence 
was on the level of values. 

She was formed by her disgust 
with 1970s Britain. She witnessed 
a moral shift in those years, away 
from people who were com¬ 
petitive and toward people who 
were cooperative, away from 
the ambitious and toward those 
who were self-nurturing and self- 
exploring, away from the culture 
of rectitude and toward the cul¬ 
ture of narcissism. Especially in 
the prestigious reaches of soci¬ 
ety, people were often uninter¬ 
ested in technology and disdain¬ 
ful of commerce. 

In the political sphere this trans¬ 
lated into an aversion to conflict, 
a desperate desire for consen¬ 
sus, which often translated into 
policy drift and a gradual sur¬ 
render to entrenched interests. 
Thatcher saw this as a loss of na¬ 
tional potency. She saw it as a 
loss of will, a settling for medioc¬ 
rity, a betrayal of Britain’s great 
history and an acceptance of 
decline. 

The daughter of a small grocer, 
she led a fervent bourgeois Risor- 
gimento. She was the voice of 
the ambitious middle class. She li¬ 
onized the self-made striver. Lov¬ 
ing tidiness, she checked to see 
if the space above the picture 
frames was properly dusted. 

She championed a certain sort 
of individual, one who possessed 
what the writer Shirley Robin Le- 
twin called the Vigorous Virtues: 
“upright, self-sufficient, energet¬ 
ic, adventurous, independent- 
minded, loyal to friends and ro¬ 
bust against foes.” 

If her predecessors stood for con¬ 
sensus and the endless nego¬ 
tiation of interests over beer and 
sandwiches, Thatcher stood for 
steadfast conviction on behalf of 
the national good. An admirer of 
the free market, her companion 
goal was to restore the authority 
of the state, and she was willing 
to centralize power to do it. 

At a time when others were 
sliding toward moral relativism, 
Thatcher stood for individual 
responsibility, moral self-confi¬ 
dence and often, it has to be ad¬ 
mitted, self-righteous certitude. 
Put aside her personal failings, 
she was a militant optimist for a 
country slipping unconsciously 
toward defeatism. Beyond her 
policy decisions, she was part of 
a values shift. 

Today, bourgeois virtues like in¬ 
dustry, competitiveness, ambi¬ 
tion and personal responsibility 
are once again widely admired, 
by people of all political stripes. 
Today, technology is central to 
our world and tech moguls are 
celebrated. 

Tony Blair and Bill Clinton em¬ 
braced and ratified her policy 
shifts.Q

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WASHINGTON - One got famous 
wearing mouse ears. One got 
famous wearing brightly colored 
shifts. And one got famous wear¬ 
ing down the opposition while 
carrying a handbag. 

The trio of famous deaths this 
week seems incongruous. Yet 
these spirited women - two 
quintessential Americans known 
by their first names and one 
quintessential Brit known by her 
nickname - were all vivid em¬ 
blems of their time. 

Three very different worlds are 
conjured up when you think 
about Annette Funicello, Lilly Pu¬ 
litzer and Margaret Thatcher. 

As a tot, I spent every afternoon 
in my Mickey Mouse Club ears 
and underwear, clutching a red 
patent purse full of Milky Ways, 
glued to the television watching 
Annette and company. For my 
older brother and other boys on 
the brink of their teens, the blos¬ 
soming Annette sparked the first 
frisson of hormones. The comely 
daughter of an auto mechanic, 
she grew up in the San Fernando 
Valley and came across as the 
unpretentious Italian girl-next- 
door who might actually be your 
friend, or date. 

She was so shy she asked Walt 
Disney if she should see a shrink; 
he said no, that she might cure 
herself of the very quality that 
people loved. 

Even later, donning two-piece 


bathing suits in her goofy beach 
party movies with Frankie Ava¬ 
lon, she seemed as innocent as 
Sally Field in her flying nun outfit. 
Mr. Disney, as she always called 
the man who discovered her at 
12 in “Swan Lake” at the Burbank 
Starlite Bowl, implored her to 
cover her navel. 

Annette was the avatar for care¬ 
free childhood and carefree 
summer. Maybe that’s why it was 
such a shock when she revealed 
in 1992 that she had MS. The 
merry Mouseketeer and mother 
of three handled that merciless 
illness with grace, becoming the 
face of MS, founding a fund to 
benefit research and serving as 
an ambassador for the Multiple 
Sclerosis Society. Years after us¬ 
ing a walker to accept her star 
on the Hollywood Walk of Fame 
in 1993, Funicello lost the ability to 
walk or speak. But not before she 
shared how proud she was that 
MS sufferers had told her that 
because she went public, they 
were less embarrassed to go out 
with canes and wheelchairs. 
“Like Cinderella, I believe a 
dream is a wish your heart 
makes,” she said, sweet-tem¬ 
pered even as the disease rav¬ 
aged her. “I’ve had a dream 
life.” Pulitzer, another ambassa¬ 
dor of fun, fashioned her dream 
life by branding a sweet slice of 
the American dream. Like her fel¬ 
low Palm Beach resident Jimmy 
Buffett, she cleverly patented 
Paradise Found. She made cit¬ 
rus-bright resort wear that was, 
as Vanity Fair put it, “shorthand 
for WASP wealth at play.” The 
clothes had down-to-earth snob 
appeal, as the magazine said in 
2003, noting that Jackie Kenne¬ 
dy and her maid both wore Lillys. 
Just as Annette did not give in 
to her disease, Lilly, the daugh¬ 
ter of a Standard Oil heiress, did 
not give in to the dictates of her 
stuffy old-money background. 
After she married a Pulitzer heir 
and moved to Palm Beach, she 
wandered the town barefoot, 
threw wild parties, had three kids 


and suffered a nervous break¬ 
down. A doctor told her, “You’re 
not happy because you’re not 
doing anything.” 

Unconcerned about making a 
spectacle of herself, she opened 
a stand on Worth Avenue to sell 
the fruit from her husband’s or¬ 
chards; then, she and a partner, 
wearing cheap, brightly pat¬ 
terned sheaths to hide fruit stains, 
had a eureka moment. Style is 
more than fashion, she said, and 
being happy “never goes out of 
style.” 

While Lilly was known as “the 
ultimate party girl,” Maggie 
was “the ultimate conservative 
pinup.” Margaret Thatcher, the 
grocer’s daughter and mother of 
modern conservatism, had her 
faults, heaven knows. The New 
Yorker’s John Cassidy called her 
a combination of Ronald Rea¬ 
gan, Ayn Rand and Dr. Strange- 
love. Francois Mitterrand said she 
had the eyes of Caligula and the 
mouth of Marilyn Monroe. 

The Iron Lady could be harsh, but 
she was that rarest of creatures: 
a female leader who stayed 
womanly yet transcended gen¬ 
der. She “handbagged” oppo¬ 
nents and offending underlings. 
She handled pols in the global 
boys’ club deftly - as little boys, 
when they needed it, or as 
swains, when she needed it. (A 
national security aide confirmed 
to me once that Reagan had a 
“sneaker” for her.) 

I was in Aspen in 1990 when she 
told President George Bush not to 
go “wobbly” on Saddam, blithe¬ 
ly drilling down on the most sensi¬ 
tive part of the Bush psyche, the 
fear of being labeled a wimp. 

My favorite Thatcher moment 
came while covering a Group of 
7 meeting in Paris in 1989. Mitter¬ 
rand had given her bad place¬ 
ment twice compared with other 
world leaders: once at the opera 
and once on the reviewing stand 
for a parade marking the bicen¬ 
tennial of the French Revolution, 
held where King Louis XVI was 
guillotined. □ 
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Vermont is suddenly awash in world-class beers

GREENSBORO, Vermont 
(AP) — Everyone expects 
Vermonters to wow the 
world with their maple syr¬ 
up and cheeses. But lately 
the buzz has been about 
the brews. 

Not that the craft beer 
movement is anything 
new to this tiny New Eng¬ 
land state, which sports the 
highest number of brew¬ 
ers per capita — roughly 
25,030 people per brew¬ 
ery. But lately the atten¬ 
tion those brewers have 
garnered is different. It's 
not a hey-they-have-great- 
beers-in-Vermont. It's a 
hey-they-have-the-best- 
beer-in-the-world. 

No, really. Hill Farmstead 
Brewery recently was rated 
the world’s best brewer on 
the popular international 
consumer review website, 
RateBeer.com. 

And that has triggered a 
rush of beer enthusiasm 
— and enthusiasts — that 
has bordered on fanati¬ 
cism. Since Hill Farmstead 
opened three years ago, 
beer tourists have been 
coming from around the 
world to visit the micro¬ 
brewery on a farm off a 
dirt road in Greensboro to 
buy growlers and bottles 
of brewer Shaun Hill’s cre¬ 
ations. 

“It’s like a cult following,” 
said Ben King, who with 
his wife Sarah flew up from 
Norfh Carolina to sample 
Vermont’s beers. They even 
rented a car so they could 
stock it, then make the 13- 
hour drive home. 

“As you can see it’s defi¬ 
nitely growing and I’m part 
of that crowd,” said King, 
who was among the first 
in line at Hill Farmstead on 
a recent Saturday. “The 
beer's so good.” 

What's so good about it is 
the attention to detail and 
the flavor, said Joe Tuck¬ 
er, executive director of 
RateBeer, which in Febru¬ 
ary named Hill Farmstead 
the world’s best brewer — 
out of a pool of 13,000 — 
based on reviews of flavor, 
aroma, mouth feel and ap¬ 
pearance. 

“We're sort of af a point 
where people have pro¬

gressed beyond just priz¬ 
ing big strong beer and so 
what they’re looking for 
now is a more nuanced fla¬ 
vor,” he said. 


And flavor is something that 
Hill Farmstead does well, he 
said. “They’ve got a barrel 
aging program and they're 
getting a lot of interesting 
flavors ouf of fhe barrels. 
They’ve used wine barrels 
before,” he said. They’ve 
also used zest and rind from 
citrus fruits. 

Hill is modest about how the 
beer is made — it’s hops, 
water, yeast — and agrees 
that it’s very good, but not 
the world’s best. 

“We definitely put a lot of 
affenfion to detail. The pro¬ 
cess is very refined. It's not 
like a fortunate mistake or 


something. It’s not like we 
don’t know what we’re 
doing and, ‘Ah, we found 
gold out in the hills.’ I’ve 
devoted my life to trying to 


make the best beer,” said 
the 33-year-old. 

Just as the artisanal cheese 
movement created its own 
culture in Vermont during 
the past 20 or so years, the 
craft beer industry has be¬ 
gun to do the same. 

“A lot of fhat plays ouf to 
how and why you're start¬ 
ing to now see these little 
pockets of small breweries 
that are not trying to take 
over the world. They're sim¬ 
ply trying to make world- 
class craft beers in the type 
and fashion that they want 
to enjoy them and there’s 
many like-minded beer 


lovers out there that that’s 
resonating with,” said Julia 
Herz, a spokeswoman for 
the Brewers Association, a 
national nonprofit trade as¬ 
sociation. 

And the Vermont Depart¬ 
ment of Tourism is tapping 
into that. The state already 
offers a “passport” encour¬ 
aging beer lovers to visit 
lesser known brewers and 
collect stamps that can be

traded in for prizes. They 
also are planning a con¬ 
test in Washington, D.C., 
in which the prize will be 
meeting some of Vermont’s 
star brewers. 

Along with Hill Farmstead, 
beer fans also have been 
seeking out brews by The

Alchemist in Waterbury — 
known for its cult sensation 
Heady Topper, a double 
India pale ale sold in a can 
and rated Vermont’s best 
beer by RateBeer — as well 
as Lawson’s Finest Liquids of 
Warren. 

The day before visiting Hill 
Farmstead, the Kings visited 
The Alchemist and bought 
six cases of Heady Topper. 
They hoped to get more, 
but found some stores limit 
sales, like the Hunger Moun¬ 
tain Food Coop, which has 
a limit of two four-packs a 
person to allow more cus¬ 
tomers to get it. But at a 
local pub, they did get a 
chance to sample Law¬ 
son's Double Sunshine IPA. 
“It was amazing,” he said 
of fhe beer, which sells out 
within hours of being deliv¬ 
ered on Fridays at Hunger 
Mountain. 

Hill shies away from his star¬ 
dom, preferring to brew 
beer than to take pictures 
with beer lovers. He got his 
start brewing in Vermont 
as a teenager, then work¬ 
ing at the Shed Brewery 
in Stowe before going to 
Denmark in 2008 to hone 
his craft. He never expect¬ 
ed his efforts would trigger 
this sort of following. He just 
wanted to sell a few growl¬ 
ers a week. 

“The beer is very good of 
course, but there's also so 
much else that goes into 
someone’s understand¬ 
ing and perception of an 
object or of beauty, right? 
I mean it’s location and 
place and branding and 
the fact that everything 
about it is authentic,” he 
said of his beer made with 
water from the family’s well. 
Visitors take in the beauti¬ 
ful views from the hill top 
farm and get to sample 
some of the beer — on a 
recent day served by Hill’s 
mother — as they wait in 
line, sometimes a couple 
of hours — to get growlers 
filled or to purchase bottles. 
Mike Klisc, 27, of Manches¬ 
ter, New Hampshire, and 
three friends said the wait 
was worth it. 

“It's world class. I think there 
is a little bit of hype behind 
it. But it really is some of the 
tastiest beer I've ever had,” 
he said. □
